namely againſt the Prince Ele&or Palatine, at this 
preſentKing of BOHEMIA : Becauſe his Ma- 
jeity in accepting the Crowne which was Preſfen- 
red vnto him by the Eſtates of the ſaid Kingdome, 
kath committed neither Crime nor offence againſt 
Emperour orEmpire : Hauing alwayes beeng,of 
the opinion and ſtill belecuing fo ; that the King- 
dome of Bohemiz was vacant at the houre of his 
Accepting of it : which by a Declaration publi- 
ſhedin the Afﬀſembly of the ſaid States and Incor- 
porated Prouinces hath beene manifeſted out of 
the groundes of their natiue Law and free EleCti- 
on, as alſo for many other reaſons amply exprel- 
{ed in their laſk uſtification lately ſerforth, enrich- 
ed with many Diſcourſes and proofes to make vp

the better a finall Anſwer vnto all Obje&tions and 
Informations giuen or publiſhed to the Contrary, 
as alſo to all falſe Suppoſitions, Apoligies and 
other diſcourſes Printed or Diuuiged within the 
Empire or without. 

Secondly, becauſe inthe Accepting of the ſaide 
Kingdome, his Majeſty hath not ſo much looked 
vpon his owne Greatnes, Profite and particular 
Comodity, but vnto the preſeruation racher ofthe 
ſaid Crowne, which by tne extremities & milcries 
it was now reduced vnto,was thereby in danger to 
fall into the hand of a Stranger, and vnchriitian 
Enemy, to the prejudice ofall Chriſtendome and 
eſpecially of the Holy Empire ; Thus the now 
King of Bohemia finding himſclfe bound by Oath 
and duty vnto the Empire, to take Care thereof as

Fiftly.as his Impertall Majeſty is bound to main- 
eaine the Empire in Peace and repoſe, and to pre. 
terre the general! Good of thewhole Body, before 
bis owne priuate; So hath he Confirmed it and af. 
ſured itvnto the Princes and vnited States, and to 
tacir Correſpondents in the laſt aſſembly at Norem- 
berg, from the mouth of Count de Soferye his 
Ambafladour: That hee neither thought or would 
that any of rhe ſaid States or Princes of the Em- 
pire, ſhould bee incommoded or ſuffer any preju. 
dice or inconuenience, for his particular afluring 
_them that heewould auow what his Ambaſſadour 
had deliuered vnto them : as alſo it is Repiſtred 
and recorded in the Ads of the faid Aﬀembly, 

Sixtly, If the Emperour ſhould oppreflc the in.- 
nocent Subiects of the Palitanate, yet that is not 
a means to quiet the affayres of Bohemia,thatwould 
onely beable to diſturbe and not to extinguith the 
fce thatendangers the Kingdome, and probably 
endanger the whole Empire : which his Maieſty 
could not doe with a ſafe Conſcience,and without 
Contradiction to his Holy Oath, the diftaſt ofmen 
and the diſpleaſure of Heauen. 

Seauenthly, the Princes and vnited States, can- 
notwellrefuſe to intereſt themſelues in the defence 
ofthePalatinate, holding the ſame reſolution that 
they hauealready taken, with the reſt of the Prin- 
ces and Correſpondent States, as they haue let che 
Ambaſſadours and the Emperour himſleltc to vn-

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cord that they hold with xo Palitanate, the which 
was principally made in reſpect of the euill Procce- 
dings of theImperiall Courtand Iuſtice : of which 
they haue ſo often Complained, as a thing which 
dot prejudice the Liberty, Priuiledges and Soue- 
raignty of their Principalities and Dominions : 
Inſomuch that it would be the griefe of Griefes, if 
his Imperiall Maieſty ſhould ſo degenerate from 
his Predeceflors, as to begin his Kingdome with ſo 
violent proceedings, ſo eſtranged from the forme 
of Law and Equity , without hearing the Reaſons 
and Iuſtifications of the other party, a thing fo 
contrary vnto the Conſtitutions and Decrees of 
the Empire. 

Eightly, The ſaid Vnited Princes and their Aſ- 
{ociatesare equally obliged by reaſon of State, as 
alſo out of the Oath they haue taken to the Holy 
Empire , to pronide againſt the introduct:- 
onof a Ciuill Warre, which cannot well bee ad- 
mitted into the Palarinate, but ir will reach forth 
and extend it ſelfe vato the whole Empire their 
Goods, Lands and Lines. 

Ninthly, euen as for neerenes and Neighbour- 
hood ſake thoſe of the Religion could not, nor 
would not willingly ſufer that one ſhould make 
warre agaiuſt theRomane Catnoliques,that Con- 
fine with their Countries; fo out of the like Con- 
fideratiou thoſe of the Religion beeing ſo mixed 
and linked together cannot well permit the Fier 
ſoul be purto one houſe for tcare of conſequent- 


ly 
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ly burning the reſt : for which cauſe it would he 
more profitable that cuen the Roman Catholiques 
in this caſe ſhould haue a fellow feeling, and ſuffer 
with thoſe of theReligion : for all extremitics are 
accompanied with dangerous Chanſes 8& chan ges. 

Tenthly, it is a greatencouragement to Ingage 

and imbarque allPrinces, Friends and Allyes, to 
bring their friendly Armes and Affiftancevnto the 
heart of the Empire : The Declaration that the 
King of Great Britanny hath made to the Arch. 
Dake Alberz,videlicet : That hee willneuer aban- 
don,forſake,or leaue out of his care the Countries 
State,and Poſſeſſons his Children are borne vnto, 
as alſo hee will lend his Aſſiſtance vnto the States 
and Princes VYnited his Allyes and Fricnds : whoſe 
Maicſty ifthey ſhall Incence,may haue a uſt reme- 
dy, and take Reuenge vppon the Terretories of the 
Houſe of Auſtria. 

This thathath bene written ſufficiently proueth 
that the way of Ban and Preſcription, mu ch lefle the 
execution of the Emperours injuſt mandares of Yis 

fatti &f armorum againſt the Palatmar,cannot proue 
the meane to redreſle or to eſtabliſh a Peace & tran- 
quility in the Empire,to the Care of which his Im- 
periall Mateſty is ſo ſtrictly by Oath called vnto : 
But it would rather be fit for his Imperiall Mateſty 
to forſake the euill Counſels of thoſe men which 
aymeatnought bur the ruyne and deſtruction of 
Germany, by the Introduction of a Forraine Power

Y amcwon about tenne of the clocke, there 


came to mee one of the Captaines of the 
Towne of Bautzen, who had beene once be- 
\ fore withmee; he tells me, that with greatdanger 
3 hecame thorow the Woods and Moraſles, being 
followed by the enemie two miles. Moreouer, hee 
tells mee, that vpon the thirteenth of theſe, the ene- 
1 michad rayſcd a skonce, and planted foure peeces 
| of Ordnance; vpon the foureteenth, he approched 
* tothe Towne-ditch, he played with his Ordnance 
| all the-day long, but did no great harme. About 
: nine of theclockeat night, Colonell Goldtezns re- 
: giment begun an aſſault, meaning to haue taken the 
2: ſuburbes; the aſſault continued from tenne of the 
clocke at night, till three in the morning : and (as 
the. priſoners reports) they loſt three hundred men, 
and their Colonels Lieutenant was {hot in the Leg; 
of our men there was but two ſlaine, and thirtic 
hurt. In the time of the aſſault, there was by neg- 
1 ligence a barrell of Powder ſet on fire by the ene- 
] mie, which did them great harme ; which our men 
\ ſceing, they preſently (allied out, and killed thirrie, 
7 and tooke ſeuen and twentie priſoners : our men 
tooke allo a great many Muskets and Pikes , with 
| D other 


other Armes ; and , which was ſtrange, the enemie 
had left two Wagons charged with Spades and 
Mattocks , and great Iron barres, anda barrell of 
Musket bullets. - And my horſmen tooke yeſter- 
night three priſoners, who athrme the fame; and 
being further examined, they ſay, that they are but 
badly payed, getting but tenne or twelue groſches 
at a time, by way of loane : alſo they*ſay , the Ele- 
&or hath thirtie {1xe cornets of Horſe, together 
with the Countrie troupes, and two Regiments of 
foot, with foure Enſignes of Countrie-people , cx- 
efing cuerie day new ſupply ; and that their ſoul- 
lens at the fk calling [5 bullers, had ſuch gi- 
uen them, as they could make no vſe of art all. 


Thele occurrences I thought good to commu- 
nicate with your Maicſtie. Datum Goerlitz, the 
ſixteenth of September, at nine of the clock before 
noone.

lately with your Highneſle at Dreſden, (contraric 
to our expeRations) found your Graces minde to 
bee wholly alienated from vs, and that now you 
are of another opinion then at the beginning your 
Highneſle made ſhew of: as alſo that your High- 
nefſe hath neuer beene truely enformed, touching 
our Apologic and Dedutions ſent out, and manife- 
ſted roall Chriſtendome ; otherwiſe it were impoſ- 
ſible that your Highneſle, beeing a Proteſtant 
Prince-Ele&or, (whoſe famous Predeceffours, for 
vpholding and maintenance of the Goſpel, and:

and ſucceſhon of the Spaniard, as it appeareth ma- 
nifeſtiy by their proceedings now in hand. There- 
fore in this conſtraint and necefſfitie, we muſt ſubmit 
our ſelues to the will and pleaſure of our moſt juſt 
God, and patiently expe&and attend his ayde and 
deliuerance: Afſuring our ſelues that God knoweth, 
that the Kings Maieſtie of Bohemia, our moſt gra- 
cious Lord and Prince, and the States of this King- 
dome, together with the incorporated Countries 
rhereunto, and the confederated Kingdomes with 
the ſame ( notwithſtanding they knew well thar 

our Highneſle was. diuerted' and diſſwaded from 
him, by the Imperiall Councell; and that his Ma- 
teſtic hauing his Sword in Hand , and armed (o

holding good correſpondence with your Country : 
' in the meane time omitting many good offers, and 
thereby hath done himſelfe wrong. 
Touching our eſtabliſhed Confederation, and 
eur compuliiue Abdication of the —_— Nap 
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dinand from this Crowne, and the eletion'of our 
Kings Maieſtie that now.is ; asalſo,of our continu. 
ed defence, together with the deliberation, and of 
the incorporated Prouinces thereunto annexed: 
Wee haue had more then iuſt right and evident 
cauſe to proceedeand continue therein ; conſtantly 

erſwading our-ſelues,that we may well anſwer it 
Lak before God,and all other impartiall Princes 
and Potentates whatſoecuer, both within and with- 
out the Empire, if we might obtaine any iuſt and 

 lawfull audience in our cauſe. 

Likewiſe , to our great griete, we are enformed, 
in what manner our Aduerſaries, bath within and 
without the Empire, moſt ſhametully ſlaunder vs 
and our confederates :. and as in former times the 
true profeſſors of Chriſtian Religion were vſed by 
Heathen Tyrants , ſo there can be no vatruths nor 
fanders deviſed nor inuented , but theſame are im- 
poſed and layed vpon vs. 

And itis moſt vntruly giuen forthand reported, 
That we, by our Aabears, haue made a league 
with the Turke, haue correſpondence, and promi- 
ſed and offered him free paſſage through this King- 
dome of Bohemia into the Empire ; which is amoſt 
falſe and vntrue calumniation, for that neuerany 
ſuch thing entered into our thoughts : as alſo that 
ours,and our Confederates Ambaſſadours , are yet 
bur vpon their way towards the Portt or theTurks 
Court, and haue no other Commiſhon nor Inſtru- 

_ ions giuen vnto them , but onely to intreat vpon 
a pood and friendly peace with them, as orher 
Pridces 


Princes and Potentates of Chriſtendome haue here. 
tofore done, and hauc found great benefit hereby. 
And by this meanes the Empire of Rome hall by 
vs be better ſecured then euer it was heretofore by - 
the Houſe of Auſtria, who when it pleaſed them, 
without the knowledge and conſent of any of the 
Princes-EleQors, or this Kingdome , made warre 
with the Turke; and then againe intreated of peace, 
onely for their owne priuate commoditie and be- 
nefit; which, when occalion ſcrueth, is manifeſtly 
to be proued. w- 

And the bringing in of ſo many ſtranger-Soul- 
diers of diuers Nations, to ouerthrow and ſubie& 
theſe Countries bordering vpon the Turke, as they 
intend , will be no ſmall meanes and occaſion to 
moue and ſtirre the Turke to conceiue a icalouſje 
againſt the Houſes of Auſtria and Spaine; and ſo 
cauſing him to ſuſpe& their proceedings, he may 
peraduenture be moued in this dangerous time to 
attempt ſome great matter ; it being done at the ve- 
ry ſame time when the Ambaſſadours of theſe 
Countries and Prouinces are gone towards the 
Portt to intreat of Peace with him. VVhich if it 
ſhould ſo happen, and fall out, (as God forbid it 
ſhould) we proteſt before God and all the World, 
that weare not the procurers,but rather the hinde- 
rers thereof. And itis truely to be auouched, what 
great and large offers the Emperours Miniſters haue 
made at the Portt,to moue and prouoke the Turke 
to make warre vppon the King of Hungarie that 
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As alſo, that they hane oftentimes boaſted what 
intelligence and pradtiſes they haue in the Turkiſh 
Court, whereby they meane to preuaile againſt the 
confederated Countries, whichin conuenient and. 
due time ſhall manifeſtly appeare. 

Therefore in all humility, we beſeech and intrear 
your Highneſle, as a prouident Proteſtant Prince, 
to be pleaſed wiſely to conſider of theſe things,and 
not in hoſtile manner to beginne warre with this 
Kingdome of Bohemia, and the incorporated Pro- 
uinces thereof, but rather to conſider and thinke 
vpon- the poore innocent blaud which thereby 
might in theſe Countries, on both ſides, be ſhedde; 
as alſo, that vpon extremity ſtrange ſouldiers might 
bebroughtinto the ſame, not onely to the vtter ru- 
ine and ſubvertion of thoſe Countries, bur alfo 
thereby to prouoke and ſtirre vp the wrath of God 
for the ſame againſt the wilfull offenders therein : 
Beſeeching your Highneſle, rather to hold good 
correſpondence and amitie with the Kings Maie- 
ſtie our moſt gracious Lord,and thoſe incorporated 
Countries;and to be perſwaded what contentment 
you ſhall thereby giue vnto thoſe Countries and 
their Inhabitants,and procure them to-loue and ho- 
nour you while they liue for the ſame. 

. But if (contrary to our expeation) your High- 
neſle in hoſtile manner ſhould attempt any thing a- 
gainſt vs,or our Confederates in High or Low Lu- 
ſatia, your Highneſſe muſt know,that we are bound 
by the Lawes of the Land, and our Confederacie, 
with our bodies, liues,and goods, againſt all men 


what: 


whatſoeuer, that ſhall in hoſtile manner inuade this 
Country and the incorporated Prouinces thereof, 
. todefend theſame; and proteſt, That our intent 
and meaning is not therein to doe or attempt any 
other thing, but onely with a full reſolution (as the 
Lawes of God and Nature affords vs) to procure 
our owne defence, together with that of our Kings 
Maieſtie, (and.our auncient purchaſed freedomes 
and priuiledges) by vs and the incorporate Prouin- 
ces orderly Fol and crowned, together with our 
natiue country and friends : proteſting before God, 
that neyther our Kings Maieſtie,or any of 'vs, haue 
euer giuen and alfred your Highneſle any iuſt cauſe 
of difſike In refpe&t whore? , we doe the confi- 
dentlier truſt in the helpe and affiſtance of God, for 
the furtherance of our 1uſt and lawfull cauſe, which 
wee will defend with our. lives and goods, by the 
ayde of the new ele&ted King of Hungaria, and the 
States of Hungaria,and Tranſilnania,our true Con- 
federates:and thereby hope to free our ſelues from 
the oppreſſion , ſeruitude, and flanerie which the 
Prodificts bordering vpon the Riuer of Enſe, part- 
ly by faire promiſes, and partly by treacherous pra- 
&iſes,and violent force of armes, are now conſtray- 
ned to vndergoe, and are become ſubie& vnto rhe 
Duke of Bauaria; and bereauing themſclues of their 
priuiledges, haue ſubmitted their neckes vnder rhe 
mercie of the Emperour to reſt at his deuotion; and 
hauing referred thelibertic oftheir conſciences and 
rofeflion of true Religion to. bare interceſſion and 


hopes, are forcedand compelled to reſtore the ru- 
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iners of their Country, and to entertaine and pay 
the Garriſons (or rather their cut-throats ) therein 
placed,as a moſt intollerable yoake not to be borne, 
noranſ{werable before God and our poſteritie ; and 
by vs and ours,to the vttermoſt of our powers, by 
the ayde and alhiſtance of God, to be reieted and 
withſtood:leauing and committing the iſſue there- 
of to almightie God, moſt inſt and moſt mercifull. 
To whom the ſighs and teares of many thouſand 
diſtreſſed ſonles are dire&ed, & piercing the clouds, 
aſcend vnto his heavenly preſence. And although 
men will neyther heare nor take pittic on them, we 
donbt not but rhar at thelaſt, the Lord will cauſe 
and mone the ſtones in the ſtreetes, and poſts in the 
walls, to heare and anſwer them. 

Yet we cannot be perſwaded, by any meanes, 
that your EleQorall Highneſſe wiſherh or defireth 
that any of theſe euils ſhould fall vpon vs,much leſſe 
vpon your ſelfe. Wherewith beſceching almigh- 
ty God to graunt your Highneſle a oe counfil 
with all health and happineſle both of bodie and 
ſoule ; weeuer remaine your Eleforall Highneſle 
moſt bounden friends,and ſeruants to our power.

' Tght Honourable, Worſhipfull,and our moſt 
BR runs friends, we greet you wel. We doubt 
ot but. you haue already heard, that not 
long {ince, in the name and behalfe of our Countr 
of Bohemia, we ſent our Ambaſſadours to his Fle- 
Qorall Highneſle of Saxonie, to defire of his High- 
neſle, by commiſhon from the Kings Maieſtie of 


Bohemia,the renewing and confirmation of the an- 


cientleague and friend{hip, which on both ſides 
(time out of mind) hath ſo long continued between 
them; and in this dangerous and moſt troubleſome 
time,to ſtrengthen and renew the ſame, crauing his 


_ Highneſle preſent reſolution therein. Since when, 


by the relation of our ſayd Ambaſſadours, we haue 
beene certified, that his Eleftorall Maieſty is other- 
wile diſſwaded and carried away by our Aduerſa- 
ries;and the true intent of this Kingdome and the 
confederate Kingdomes and Countries with the - 
ſame, wreſted and conſtrued to a wrong ſence and 
contrary meaning ; and that his Highneſle deſire 
is, that weſhould reſtore and yeeld this Kingdome 
tothe Emperour Ferdinand, andagaine become his 
ſbrecs : withall fignifying;tharhe in'regard there- 
ofhad taken'vpon him to put the Traperiall Com- 
mifhon (concerning this Kingdome and the incor- 
porated Provinces of the 1: ___ execution, "ny 
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his Highteſſe preparation for warre,more then ma- 
nifeſtly appearerh;which his proceedings are very 
ſtrange to vs, yet weleaue it to the prouidence of 
God,& with patience attendthe iſſue thereof, when 
it ſhall eaſe him1o effe& the ſame. 
'  Andwe;together with theſe Countries, haue al- 
ready ſufficiently declared, and by theſe preſents 
- declare before God and men, that whatſoeuer we 
haue done in our owne defence, or the abdication 
of the Emperour Ferdinand, and the ele&ion of our 
King that now reigneth, we haue ſo good grounds 
and reaſons to warrant the ſame, that we are ready 
at all times to juſtihe our proceedings both before 
Godand man, being in conſcience aſlured of the e- 
uitic of our cauſe. And in the name of God ate 
therefore fully rcſolued to defend and protect our 
King, whom we and theſe incorporate Countries 
(by vertue of our moſt ancient priuiledges) haue 
freely and voluntarily ele&ed, crowned,and ſacred; 
and by the helpe of God, and the vnited forces of 
our Confederates, will preſerue and free his Maic- 
ſties perſon and Countries , according to his Maie- 
ſties contra& touching Religion, and other gur pri- 
uiledges (which with life and goods he hath pro- 
miſed to maintaine, ratiftie, and confirme) from all 
inuaſion and oppreſhon whatſocuer; and cannot 
chuſe butin confrience ſeeke to preſerue both our 
ſclues and our poſteritie from the vnſupportable 
Spaniſh yoake and ſlavery, whereat they and their 
adherents onely and ſpecially ayme. And to that 
enddetermine to vic the ayde andaſliſtance of hs 
re} 
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- reſt of the Proteſtant Princes. But at this preſent, 
theſe confederated Kingdomes and Countries, that 
alwaies haue continued in true amitie and friend- 
ſhip with the Houſe and EleQorall Principalitie of 
Saxonic, are not a little grieued that they ould in 
hoſtile manner be inuaded by them;and yet doe not 
any wayes attribute the cauſe thereof to proceede 
from the true and peaceable Inhabitants of the 
ſame, but rather from diuers fugitiues of our owne 
Country, now at this preſent reſiding in the fayd 
Princes EleQorall Court, and other wicked Patri- 
ots and counſellers wholly addi&ted vnto euill. 
Therefore, thar the Inhabitants and Cities of the 
Eledorate Principality of Saxonie , may well and 
truely vnderſtand their owneand our good and true 
meaningsand deſires vnto peace att vnitie, & how 
vrevilling we are to breake off or to abandon the 
. peace, loue,and amitie long lince made, and to en- 
ter into hoſtile termes with them ; We haue hereby 
aduertiſed, and in friendly manner aduiſe and coun- 
ſell them,to ſeeke by all meanes poſhble they may 
and can,to withdraw and divert his Elef&oral High- 
neſle from ſuch extremes; and not to enter into any 
breach of ancient league and amitie with our King, 
his incorporated Prouinces and Confederate King- 
domes and Countries, that neuer in any manner 
wharſocuer haue giuen and offered his Highneſle or 
his Country any cauto the contrarie; but can juſt- 
ly proue that the ſaid States of Bohemia, from the 
beginning of their defenſiue warres, haue ſo much 
honoured and reſpe&ed his Higneſle,that in regard 
; tnert- 


thereof,they haue rather omitted and negle&ed ma- 
ny good occaſions to them offered! , which they 
night well haueimbraced for their owne auaile.But 

(ifto the contrary) we mult be forced to doe thar 
which we areloath to doe,and which the fruits and 
effets of warre afford, (although wholly againſt our 
wils) for the defence of our moſt gracious King and 
and Country,our wiues, children;lands,goods,free- 
domes,and priuiledges; we will not ſpare to do our 
vttermoſt therein, referring the iſlue thereof vato 
Almighty God. | ” 

Therefore once againe we requeſt and deſire our 
friends andallies, with whom we haue been ſolong 
time in good carreſpondence,friendthip,and amity; - 
to be pleaſed for the Joue,zeale, and preſcruation of 
the true Relipioh, the withſtanding of the intolle- 
rable Spaniſh yoake, and the diuerting of the ſame 
from our poſterity,with many other calamities that 
may enſue; carneſtly and heartily to be the meanes 
to withdraw his ele&orall Highneſſe from all ho- 
ſtile proceedings : and herewith commit them to 
the proteQion of the Almightic God. Dated in .
